1. HEADS OFUS AND USSR DELEGATIONS MET FOR INFORMAL DISCUSSIONS. 

SOV PARTICIPANTS INCLUDED MOROKHOV, MOROZOV, ARKADIEV, SMOLIN, 
MICARIN (INTERPRETER), AND FOR US, RAY, ERLEWINE, FRIEDMAN, 

GILLER, TAPE, PORTER. SIGNIFICANT POINTS FOLLOW. 

2. MOROKHOV AND RAY EXPRESSED SATISFACTION THAT GENERAL CONFERENCE 
IS GOING WELL. 

3. CHAIRMAN RAY NOTED THE FIRST MEETING OF THE US-USSR ENERGY 
COORDINATING COMMITTEE FOLLOWING THE WORLD ENERGY CONFERENCE 
IN DETROIT WITH SAWHILL AS CHAIRMAN AND RAY AS VICE-CHAIRMAN 
FOR R&D ON THE US SIDE. CHAIRMAN RAY ASSURED THE SOVS THAT THE 
NEW ENERGY EXCHANGE AGREEMENT IN NO WAY REPLACES THE ATOMIC 
ENERGY AGREEMENT. SHE ALSO NOTED OCT 7 MEETING IN MOSCOW FOR 
ATOMIC ENERGY EXCHANGE WITH COMMISSIONER ANDERS HEADING US 
DELEGATION. 

4. MOROKHOV NOTED THAT ARTICLE III.2 IMPLEMENTATION (ZANGGER 
COMMITTEE) WAS A US INITIATIVE AND MUCH CREDIT GOES TO US MISSION. 

5. TAPE NOTED THAT ZANGGER COMMITTEE ACTION WILL SOON BE COMPLETED

6. MOROKHOV ASKED WHO ON US SIDE HAD RESPONSIBILITY FOR PNE'S. 
QUESTION INTERPRETED TO MEAN WHICH AGENCY, NAMELY, AEC. HE 
THEN QUERIED CHAIRMAN RAY ABOUT COMBINED TTB -ARTICLE 3 AND PNE 
TECHNICAL TALKS. (THIS SUBJECT COVERED IN SEPTEL, SEE IAEA 
VIENNA 7981.) 

7. MOROKHOV EXPRESSED PERSONAL VIEW THAT IN SOME RESPECTS 
TTB IS IN CONFLICT WITH NPT ARTICLE V. THE ISSUE IS HOW CAN THE 
VARIOUS OBJECTIVES BE ACHIEVED OR HOW SHOULD ARTICLE 3 BE STATED 
IN ORDER TO SERVE OBJECTIVE OF NPT ARTICLE V. HE INDICATED NO 
CLEAR SOV VIEW AND OCT 1 MEETING MAY BE BEST USED TO CLARIFY 
POINTS OF VIEW. 

8. TAPE ASKED ABOUT SOV POSITION ON INDIAN PNE EFFORTS. 

MOROKHOV REMINDED US OF HIS STRONG SUPPORT FOR NON-PROLIFERATION 
IN HIS GENERAL CONFERENCE SPEECH. THEY DO NOT REFER TO INDIA 
SPECIFICALLY BY NAME BUT DO NOT ENCOURAGE INDIA IN PNE DEVELOPMENTS. 
TAPE NOTED THAT IT WOULD BE DESIRABLE FOR INDIA TO TAKE SOME 
ACTIONS ON ITS OWN INITIATIVE TO, FOR EXAMPLE, NOT EXPORT 

PNE TECHNOLOGY. THERE ARE OTHER POSSIBILITIES AS WELL; HOWEVER, 

IT IS NOT USEFUL TO PUT OPEN PRESSURE ON INDIANS. MOROKHOV 
SEEMED INTERESTED AND AGREED. 

9. TAPE RAISES QUESTION OF TECHNICAL TALKS AND AGENCY ROLE 
IN PHYSICAL SECURITY OF SNM. SOME RESERVATIONS EXPRESSED BY 

SOVS BUT GENERALLY AGREED THAT BILATERAL TALKS WITH OTHER NATIONS 
PROBABLY USEFUL. USSR WOULD NOT BE AN INITIATOR OR EARLY 
PARTICIPANT. IAEA ROLE WOULD BE ON OBJECTIVES, STANDARDS, ETC. 

WE CONCLUDE SOVS WOULD NOT OPPOSE EFFORTS TO ENHANCE PHYSICAL 
SECURITY ACTIVITY. TAPE 
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
